_ The railway commission pill reached 
its third reading in the Commons ana 


eas finally passed yesterday. No 
amendment. was made to it at the 
third reading, but 2 mo:io. was made 
by Mr. Mclean that the maximum 
railway fare throughout Canada should 
be two cepts a mile instead of three 
and four as at present. He based 
his contentien op the faet that a two 
cent rate prevails in the ad joining 
piates of New York and Michigen. 

<ir Wilfrid opposed the mouon on 
the ground tbat a was not fair to re- 
quire pissenze”s to be carried at the 
game rates over different systems. He 
pointed out that the commission had 

wer by the bili ic redyce rates, and 
he considered that this power met Mr. 
McLean's contention for lower rates 
ander certain conditions, and yet did 
not work unfairly in enforcing low 
rates without regard to cOnditions. 
The amendment was declared host on 
division, that is to say, 1t was declar- 
ed lost wrthout being put to a vote. 
Another amendment was proposed “by 
Dr. Sproule to provide that east of 
Port Arthur the maximum rate should 
ibe two and a nal cents per mile. 
This motion was voted on and defeated 
in a very slim Bouse wy a majority of 
45 to 35. Am amendment at third 
reading to a government measure is a 
vote of want of confidence unless the 
amendment 1s aceepied by the govern- 
ment. On that principle the opposi- 
tion voted sotidly for the amendment, 
and a number of Liberals who believed 
that the bil might have been more 
definite than it »s on the subject of 
passenger tates, voted with them. It 
is a rematkatle tribute to the legal 
and legislative and expert knowledge 
of the ex-Minister of Kailways, that 
this bill, so complcated, so far reach- 
ing, and establisbing an entirely new 
principle, has jaseed through its final 
stages after having }eft his hands com- 
plete without amendment and without 
opposition. 

Of almost equal importance was the 
bill incorporatung the Grand Trunk 
Pacific railway company, which also re- 
ceived its third reading and was finally 
passed, also witbeut amendment. The 
discussion on the question of whether 
the St. John Valley or the Chipman 
route should be followed to St. John 
was continned; but a vote was not 
taken and as the biji stands the com- 
pany has power to build: from the pro 
posed government lime near Chipman 
to St. John. St. Jobn is Canada’s win- 
ter fregh* port, and the provision 
avhereby the Grand Trunk Pacific com- 
pany secures a. line to St. John which 
is two hundred miles shorter than the 
present Intereoteniii is a most impor- 
tant one, not only to the Canadian 
port chiefly interested, but still more 
10 the Canadian trade which requires 
to reach that port. 

A government mearute providing for 
the winding up of the affa'rs of. in- 
operative or bankrupt railways, was 
also read a third time. This measure 
had been introduced by Mr. Demers, 
Liberal, of St. John, Que., and had been 
teken chanre of by the government.

LIQUOR AND INDIANS

There was 2 time when most white 
le stood semewhat in awe of an 
intoxicated Indian and this fear was 
well recorded in the strict laws and 
provisions of the Indian Act. ‘And 
vhose taws were none 09 strict nor 
ever too well epforeed. With the rush 
of immigrants te our land some of the 
dread of the lonely settler has passed 
away and a firmer conviction 0o i 
grasp of the situation has taken hold 
upon many of our citizens. In most 
instances this fear bas not been super- 
ceded by any particular interest in the 
welfare of the Indian, and many who 
desired entire prohibition for their 
own safety thougnt tittle of the safery 
of the Indian from the curse of liquor. 
Hence we find a tendency to laxity in 
this -regatd. Unserupulous§ traders 
are ever ready to traffic in liquor and 
the Indran is only too ready to drink. 
Vigilance on the part of government 
officials as highly necessary to prevent 
the intreductron of jiquor into the re- 
serve, but in too Many cases the offi- 
cial is a dmoker himself and will not 
hesitate te coniraven the Indian Act 
for his own indulgence. if the offi- 
cial is an agent and is guilly of the 
above offence, we have a member of 
society. upon whom is conferred the 
dignity of a Justice of the Peace, under 
solemn oath to obey our laws, direct- 
lv breaking those very lows Natur- 
ally, ome who is contravening the act, 
will not make a select party to bring 
offenders of that act to justice, par- 
ticularly those whe break it in a simP 
lar manner. Koow'n¢ this, the illegal 
vendor of —, becomes audacious.
